The Information Disclosure Statement under 37 C.F.R. 1 .97 has been received and 
reviewed.

1 . Claim 1 recites the limitation "nonuniform chirping of phase matching" in line 6. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. Please insert the 
word - - a - - before the word "nonuniform" for antecedence. 



2. Claims 8-18 are allowed. 

3. Claims 2-7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The most 
relevant prior art of reference is that which was submitted by the applicants. However, it 
does not teach nor fairly suggest singularly or in any combination thereof a nonlinear 
crystal used for mixing of optical signals, the nonlinear crystal comprising: a plurality of 
domains, the domains being arranged serially across the nonlinear crystal, the domains 
having alternating polarity; and wherein the poling periods of the domains are varied 
across the nonlinear crystal so as to provide nonuniform chirping of phase matching of 
focused optical signals propagated through the nonlinear crystal.
